President Wilson's action proves that 
the Adriatic problem is likely to be 
the greatest obstacle to peace, and also 
that the President is determined to 
adhere to his Fourteen Points. However 
obstinately Signor Orlando ‘may persist in 
his claims, we cannot believe that a solu- 
tion is impossible, and can only deplore 
this eleventh-hour confession of inability 
to reach a friendly settl@ment. While 
from President Wilson's statement it would 
seem as though Italy, through her dele- 
gates, was solely to blame for the impasse 
which has been reached, the Italians have 
a very clearly defined point of view. We 
do not agree with its logic; but, in justice 
to Italy, it should not be left out of 
account. The Treaty of London gives her 
the Dalmatian coast; it gives Fiume to 
Croatia. Italy holds that, as she gave 
more service to the Allies than she had 
promised, and as her declaration of war 
was one of the chief factors in the downfall 
of the Central Powers, she consequently 
deserves to have Fiume, which, she claims. 
is an Italian. town beyond a shadow of a 
doubt. ~ The Italians are a proud and fiéry 
people, quick to wrath and fiercely jealous 
of their nationality. ‘They have gained the 
impression, rightly .or wrongly, that they

In spite of the sincerity of Italy’s 
claims, she cannot have things both ways. 
Great Britain and France, as signatories 
of the Pact of London in 1915, intend to 
stand by their obligations. They will sup- 
port Italy’s claims to a large portion of 
the Dalmatian coast, but not to Fiume. 
If Italy intends to stand upon the ground 
of the recent treaty, therefore, she must 
logically renounce Fiume. Great Britain 
and France, in signing the treaty, com- 
mitted themselves not only to her, but also 
to Croatia, which has now become absorbed 
in Jugo-Slavia. Their promise to give 
Fiume to the Croats is just as sacred as 
that to give Dalmatia to the Italians. Of 
course, by all the canons of common-sense 
the secret treaty should be torn up by 
genera] accord. When it was made cir- 
cumstances were entirely different from 
what they are now. The country at whose 
expense concessions were to be made to 
Italy and Croatia. no longer existe. 
Obviously, the whole matter needs re 
consideration. The fact, however, that 
Italy is determined to make full use of an 
instrument which, although its efficacy is 
unquestioned, has become an anachronism, 
shows that she has missed the whole spirit 
of the peace pnegotiations: Where her 
Allies show @ spirit of great-hearted 
generosity will Italy, the home of Gari- 
baldi, insist upon her pound of flesh?

He appeals to the sehse 
of right of the great Italian people, firo- 
testing the friendship of America for her 
Latin associates, but warning them against 
the danger of insistence upon claims whigh 
are not jusf, He does not guestion the 
validity of the Pact of London, but points 
wut that America knew nothing off—suclh a 
treaty when she entered’the war. Its pritne 
object was to safeguard Italy agai@et 
Austro-Hungarian aggression, but the 
complete collapse of the Dual Monardhy 
has made such aggression impossible. 
Again, Italy was at one with her 
Allies in granting independence to the 
various States which crystallised out ‘of 
the dissolution of Austria-Hungary. “It

President Wilson's action proves that 
the Adriatic problem is likely to be 
the greatest obstacle to peace, and also 
that the President is determined to 
adhere to his Fourteen Points. However 
obstinately Signor Orlando may persist in 
his claims, we cannot believe that a solu- 
tion is impossible, and can only deplore 
this eleventh-hour confession of inability 
to reach a friendly settl@ment. While 
from President Wilson s statement it would 
seem as though Italy, through her dele- 
gates, was solely to blame for the impasse 
which has been reached, the Italians have 
a very clearly defined point of view. We 
do not agree with its logic; but, in justice 
to Italy, it should not be left out of 
account. The Treaty of London gives her 
the Dalmatian coast; it gives Fiume to 
Croatia. Italy holds that, as she gave 
more service to the Allies than she had 
promised, and as her declaration of war 
was one of the chief factors in the downfall 
of the Central Powers, she consequently 
deserves to have Fiume, which, she claims, 
is an Italian. town beyond a shadow of a 
doubt. “The Italians are a proud and fiéry 


| people, quick to wrath and fiercely jealous 


of their nationality. They have gained the 
impression, rightly .or wrongly, that they 
have been neglected antl slighted by their 
more powerful friends of the Peace Con- 
ference, and they cannot regard the men 
who fought against them at Caporetto and 
on the Isonzo as their Allies.

Their promise to give 
Fiume to the Croats is just as sacred as 
that to give Dalmatia to the Italians. Of 
course, by all the canons of common-sense 
the secret treaty should be torn up by 
general accord. When it was made cir- 
cumstances were entirely different from 
what they are now. The country at whose 
expense concessions were to be made to 
Italy and Croatia. no. longer exists. 
Obviously, the whole matter needs re 
consideration. The fact, however, that 
Italy is determined to make full use of an 
instrument which, although its efficacy is 
unquestioned, has become an anachronism, 
shows that she has missed the whole spirit 
of the peace negotiations: Where her 
Allies show a spirit of great-hearted 
generosity will Italy, the home of Gari. 
baldi, insist upon her poutd of flesh? We 
may not all see eye to eye with President 
Wilson in his idea of ethical, rather than 
material, guarantees of world security, but 
we must deplore the attitude of the Italian 
delegation, especially ‘as we find ourselves 
almost on the eve of the arrival of the 
Germans in Paris. The peace of the world 
must not be delayed. Signor Orlando, 
by his refusal to compromise, has taken 
upon himself the responsibility for the 
safety and happiness of millions of suffer- 
ing human beings. As representative of 
the great Italian democracy, as apostle of 
the message of Mazzini and Cavour, he 
must now show, in the words of President

The Coal Industry. 


The Coal Commission began the second 
part of its inquiry yesterday, and Mr, 
Justice Sankey has promised that it will 
make a report to the Government on, or 
before, the 20th May. The Commission's 
first report averted a devastating strike, 
at the cost of concessions to the miners 
which probably will raise the priee of coal 
by at least two shillings a ton. Whether 
this, or an even greater, burden must be 
borne by the consumer in the future, or 
whether the whole industry can be so re- 
constructed as to ensure a permanent and 
substantial fall in prices—-on these im- 
portant questions we may expect to gain 
definite knowledge from the Commission's 
second report. The session which began 
yesterday will consider the workers’ de- 
mand for the nationalisation of the mines 
Already the Commission has condemned 
the existing system of private ownership 
as uneconomic and extravagant. It will 
proceed now to investigate the claims of 
other systems which may be classed under 
two heads—nationalisation and unifica- 
tion. By “nationalisation” the workers 
mean complete control by the State 
through a Ministry of Mines. On the 
other side, various forms of unification 
have been suggested, ranging from a vast 
“trust” in the hands of the present 
owners to control by some semi-public 
organisation like the Port of Londun 
Authority. The miners’ notion of 
nationalisation may be gathered from the 
terms of a Bill which the Labour Party 
introduced some years ago in the House of 
Commons. It abolished royalties (esti- 
mated at £6,000,000 a year) without com- 
pensation. 1 vested the sale and distri- 
bution, as well as the production, of coal 
in the Government, thus eliminating all 
“middlemen.” It fixed the purchase price 
of the amines at wot more than twelve 
shillings a ton on the hverage annual out- 
put of the five preceding years. At this 
raté, on the basis of the years 1914-1918, 
the warimum purchase price under 
the miners’ scheme would be about 
£150,000,000. If the miners’ representa- 
tives adhere to these demands at the Coal 
Commission, Mr, Justice Sankey may 
despair of securing a compromise between 
the conflicting interests. The royalty. 
owners are preparing to make a strong 
fight, and the.coal-owners will regard the 
‘purchase price--a capital sum

“On all these points the public 
will be well instructed before the Commis- 
sion has finished its labours. The 
witnesses yesterday were professional 
economists, and their evidence showed a 
scientific impartiality which must have 
been little to the taste of either miner or 
owner, Professor Pigou, of Cambridge, 
is, in theory, an advocate of nationalisa- 
tion, but he is also, it would seem, a 
rather sceptical student of affairs. Full 
nationalisation would be the best solution, 
he said, if it were controlled by a “ per- 
fectly wise autocrat’’; but he refused to 
vouch for the perfect wisdom of a Govern- 


ment Ministry of Mines. Another witness 
made a more helpful contribution to the | 
discussion.

An official publication of unusual in- 
terest was issued to-day in the form of a 
synopsis of British air effort during the 
war. «It is shown that the Air Service in- 
creased from a total strength of 197 
oficers and 1,647 men to 27,906 officers 
and 265,842 other ranks, while the number 
of pupils under instructien at the end of | 
the war numbered 30,000. At the opening 
of the war virtually the whole of gur air 
strength was despatched overseas, Ba for | 
a while the energies of the War Office and 
the Admiralty were concentrated upon the 
formation of units to feed the fighting 
forces. How thoroughly our air strength 
was increased is shown by the fact that | 
from July, 1916, until November, 1918, | 
ten and a half million rounds were fired at |

REMARKABLE FIGURES. 

A White Paper was issued last night by the 
Air Ministry, showing the growth and develop- 
ment of our Air Force organisetion since the 
beginning ofthe war. Before discussing 
report itself, an appendix demonetrates at 
glance the temarkable rise in personne! and 
equipment. As regards the former category, 
whereas in August, 1914, the combined total! of 
officers and men serving in the Royal Flying

MR. WILSON’S MANIFESTO, 

The United States Committee on Public Infor- 
mation on Wednesday evening issued the text 
of the following statement by President Wilson 
on the Adriatic question :— 

In view of the capital impértance of the ques- 
tions affected. and in order to throw all 
possible light upon what is involved in their 
settlement, I hope that the following state- 
ment will contribute to the final formation 
of opinion and to a satisfactory solution :— 

When Italy entered the war, she entered upon 
the basis of a definite, but private, ‘under- 
standing with Great Britain and France, 
now known as the Pact of London. 

Many other Powers, great and small, 
entered the struggle With no knowledge of: 
that private understanding. 

The Austro-Hungarian Empire, then the enemy 
of Europe, and at whose expense the Pact 
of London was to be kept in the event of 
victory, has gone to pieces, and no longer 
exisis. Not only that. The several parts of 
that Empire, it is now agreed by Italy and 
all her associates, are fo be erected into in- 
dependent States, and associated in a League 
of Nations, not with those who were re- 
cently our enemies, but with Italy herself,
